DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s, filed 4 June 2007, with respect to claims 1- 
7 and 15-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these 
claims has been withdrawn. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 4 June 2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US 6,929,728 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose the sensor as claimed, with a sensitive gate layer, an air gap between 
the gate layer and the channel region, and an insulating layer disposed between the 
guard region and the channel region, the insulating layer having a surface on a portion 
of which is disposed a ring structure having a surface conductivity different from a 
surface conductivity of a remaining portion of the surface of the insulating layer. The 
prior art does not disclose the sensor as claimed, with a source and drain being spatially 
separated from the sensor air gap and channel and a gate that is connected by an 
electrode to the channel region.
